Americans hav e reason to be interested in a 
statem ent contained in a recent issu e of an 
Italian pu blication, Corriere Diplomatic e Con­ 
solan, th at “sev en Latin-American cou ntries are 
proceeding decisiv ely toward stabilization u pon 
the principles laid down by Premier Benito Mu s­ 
solini’s Fascism.” 
This is hardly an accu rate presentation of the 
situ ation as it ex ists in Sou th America bu t qu ite 
probably it comes as close to being au thentic as 
comment generally in gov ernment-controlled 
pu blications dealing with conditions abroad. Re­ 
gardless of where the tru th lies, Fascist organs 
striv e consistently to paint an allu ring pictu re of 
the state of Fascism for home consu mption. 
Insofar as Sou th America is concerned, only 
Brazil has been claimed by Fascism. It is tru e, 
of cou rse, th at democratic principles hav e been 
in decline in Brazil, Equ ador, Peru , Boliv ia and 
Paragu ay , bu t they hav e not as y et witnessed the 
establishment of thorou gh-going dictatorships. 
Nev ertheless, the conclu sion is inescapable that 
democracy is u nder heav y pressu re in Sou th 
America and that Fascism, u nder the leadership 
of bold, able and ru thless men, is on the march. 
Ev ery foothold gained in Sou th America is a 
sou rce of concern in the United States.

Safegu ardnig the health of thou sands of work ­ 
ers in Indiana indu stries will be the fu nction of 
the State Bu reau of Indu strial Hy giene estab­ 
lished recently . 
Work ing in co-operation with the State Labor 
Div ision, State Indu strial Board and indu stry , 
the new Bu reau will stu dy health hazards in in­ 
du stry and propose means of eliminating them. 
The staff at present will inclu de a phy sician, 
trained by the state in indu strial hy giene and 
occu pational disease, an indu strial engineer and 
an office clerk . Dr. Verne K. Harv ey , State 
Health Director, said that chemical engineers 
might be added later. 
The Bu reau will prescribe means of correcting 
conditions which lead to indu strial hazards and 
occu pational disease. 
Dr. Harv ey pointed ou t that Indiana needed 
su ch a Bu reau becau se it rank s ninth in the 
United States in the nu mber of persons in 
hazardou s indu stry .

The loans will be made, as in 
the p ast, only to farmers who 
cannot obtain credit from any 
other sou rce. The looney loaned 
will be limited to the farmer’s 
immediate and actu al cash needs 
for growing his 1938 crop s or for 
the p u rchase of feed for liv e­ 
stock, and the amou nt which 
may be loaned to any one farmer 
in 1938 may not ex ceed $400. 
Farmers who can obtain the 
fu nds they need from an indi­ 
v idu al, p rodu ction credit as­ 
sociation, bank, or other concern 
are not eligible for crop and feed 
loans from the Emergency Crop 
and Feed Loan Section of the

The loans will not be mi.de to 
standard rehabilitation clients 
whose cu rrent needs are p ro­ 
v ided for by the Farm Secu rity 
Administration, formerly known 
as the Resettlement Administra­ 
tion.

Twelv e users o f trench silo s 
repo rted to Misso uri Ruralist that they co st them an av erag e o f 4 3c per 
to n o f capacity to build, and that the av erag e co st o f fix ing them up fo r 
the nex t y ear was 5c per to n. Nine users o f paper sack silo s repo rted an 
av erag e co st o f 7 2c per to n to build, and a repair co st o f 21c per to n to 
repair fo r nex t y ear. 
Fertilizer Made Firm Co rn 
In 1935 a Misso uri farmer ran o ut 
o f fertilizer fo r his co m and planted 
part o f the field unfertilized. When har­ 
v est time came the fertilized land pro ­ 
duced 18% o f so ft co rn—but the unfer­ 
tilized land pro duced co ra that was 7 6 % 
so ft. The lo wer ears in the sketch sho w 
what fertilizer did to quality . 


Alfalfa 
Ohio Ex periment Statio n repo rts 
that late cutting o f alfalfa is safer in 
dro uth y ears than it is in no rmal y ears— 
because dry weather causes the plants to 
sto re winter fo o d in the ro o ts much 
earlier than usual.—Wallace’s Farmer. 


Put Manure o n Wheat 
One ex cellent place fo r barny ard manure is o n y o ur wheat seeding , 
acco rding to Wallace’s Farmer. It no t o nly helps the wheat but g reatly 
increases the fo llo wing hay cro p. In tests at the Ohio Ex periment Sta­ 
tio n, manure o n the co v er cro p o f wheat increased red clo v er 27 %—alsike 
clo v er 4 0%—Mammo th clo v er 6 7 %—sweet clo v er 31%—alfalfa 4 6 %— 
timo thy 138%—and mix ed hay 28%—co mpared with seeding that re­ 
ceiv ed no manure. 


Building Better Co rn Cribs Cheaply 
The sketch sho ws an ex cellent ty pe o f 
semi-permanent co ra crib in which the 
side walls are made o f wire cribbing nailed 
to studding . Ro o f is g alv anized iro n. Rats 
are kept o ut by co v ering the flo o r and 2 
feet o f the side walls with heav y %-inch 
wire fencing —with 8 inches o f sheet metal 
abo v e the side wire. A crib 8 x 32 feet—IO 
feet hig h in the rear and 12 feet in fro nt— 
will ho ld a tho usand bushels.

Damping o ff was a serio us pro blem with g ro wers o f cannery peas— 
until New Yo rk Ex periment Statio n disco v ered that it co uld be prev ented 
by treating the pea seed with red co pper-o x ide dust. Then came ano ther 
pro blem. The dusted peas clo g g ed and bro ke the seeding machine. No w 
the New Yo rk statio n repo rts that this clo g g ing can be av o ided by mix ing 
IV* o unces o f 325 -mesh flake g raphite with each bushel o f co pper dust 
—Capper’s Farmer. 


Three-Ho rse Hitch 
An o rdinary wag o n do ubletree and a 
36 -inch sing letree can easily be chang ed 
into a three-ho rse hitch as sho wn in the 
sketch. The new clev is ho le, indicated by 
the arro w, sho uld be placed o ne-third the 
distance fro m the two -ho rse end. The 
new sing letrees must be bo th sho rt and 
stro ng .
